The following, which is the fubftance of the refolution of 
the States of Zeaand, is a proof that the Provinces are far 
from unanimoufly approving the preliminaries figned with the 
Emperor. The States of that |g tage complain loudly of his 
Imperial Majefty's demand of an exchange of the diftrict of 
Dalem, inclofed ia the Duchy of Lembourg, for fomewhat e- 
quivalent. Theyconfider the {teps taken by the Republic for 
an accommodation with the Court of Vienna, not only as ufe- 
lefs, but in confequence of the many obftacles thrown in the 
way of the negociaions, becoming humiliating and derogatory 
to the dignity of the Republic, They further declare, that 
the offer tbe miflions of florins was more than fufficient to 
convince all Europe of the earneft wifh of the Republic for 
peace: that it was trifling with its honour and dignity to fup- 
pofe the expences of the march of the Auftrian troops amount- 
ed to thut fum: that, as to the additional demand of feven 
millions and an half made by Count de Merci, it was their o- 
pinion that the Republic had already made too great facrifices 
for the fake of peace, and therefore ought refolutely to oppofe 
any farther conceflions whatever : that the confidence the Re- 
public has plated in the powerfal interceflion and formidable 
fupport of Frdnce had hitherto prevented their taking the ne- 
ceflary precaution for their fecurity ; but that if all the fteps 
taken by the Republic towards a pacification proved unavailing, 
and it fhould be obliged to defend its rights and dignity by 
force of atins, that province would not be wanting to contri+ 

‘bute to the atmoft of its power towards the prefervation of the 
liberty and the independence of the ftate, as became a faithful 
branch of the:fonfederacy.
